To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tottington  Urban  District 
Council, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  to  be  5,780.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.4,  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  identical 
with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  which  were  15.2  and  11.3 
respectively. 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  three  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  56  per  thousand  live  births,  wTich  is  twice  the 
national  rate.  In  the  previous  year  there  was  only  one  infant 
death,  which  gave  a  rate  of  13  per  thousand  live  births.  It  will 
be  seen  that  considerable  variations  occur  from  year  to  year^  and 
a  five-year  average  gives  a  more  reliable  figure.  This  is  32.6. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


There  has  been  no  outstanding  cause  of  illness  or  infection 
apart  from  measles.  Only  15  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified.  This  figure  includes  one  case  of  respiratory  Tuberculosis. 
One  case  of  non-respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  also  notified. 


Milk  sampling  revealed  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  Infection. 
The  diseased  cow  was  detected  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  and 
slaughtered. 
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The  public  mains  water  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity,  but  private  supplies  gave  unsatisfactory  results  on 
examination.  It  is  advisable  to  boil  water  from  private  supplies 
before  use,  and  notices  to  this  effect  have  been  fitted  to  wells. 

Ten  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  two  by  private 
enterprise.  Demolition  Orders  were  issued  in  respect  of  five 
houses,  and  undertakings  “  not  to  re-let  ”  were  accepted  in  four 
cases.  Improvement  Grants  have  been  agreed  to  in  three  cases 
under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  it  is  expected 
that  further  work  will  be  done  under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

2.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  majority  of  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers, 
which  deliver  into  the  sewage  works  at  Bury  for  treatment.  The 
need  for  m:ain  drainage  in  the  Greenmount  area  to  replace  the 
septic  tank  systems  remains  apparent.  The  outlying  areas  of 
Bradshaw  Road,  Watling  Street,  Harwood  Road,  Cann  Street, 
and  Turton  Road  are  also  not  sewered.

The  Council  is  pursuing  its  policy  of  paying  50%  of  the  costs 
reasonably  incurred  in  the  carrying  out  of  conversions  to  the 
water  carriage  system.  The  conversion  of  tipplers  to  fresh  water 
closets  is  also  proceeding. 

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  provide  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  and 
night  soil  from  pails  and  middens.  House  refuse  is  disposed  of 
by  partially  controlled  tipping,  and  the  night  soil  is  discharged 
into  a  manhole  on  the  main  sewerage  system.

Urban  District,  and  meat  supplied  to  shops  is  slaughtered  and 

inspected  in  neighbouring  districts. 
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(b)  Licensed  Hotels  and  Inns. 

There  are  eleven  licensed  houses  and  two  licensed  clubs 
within  the  area. 

During-  the  year,  all  licensed  hotels  and  inns  in  the  district 
were  visited.  Generally,  conditions  were  found  to  be  good. 


(c)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  24  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  distri¬ 
butors  in  the  area,  and  submitted  for  examination  for  Tubercular 
infection.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  infected;  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  was  informed.  The  herd  concerned  was  examined, 
and  the  diseased  animal  seized  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1938,  and  slaughtered. 

One  sample  of  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk  was  taken  and  submitted 
for  the  appropriate  analysis.  This  sample  proved  to  be  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Two  samples  of  “  Sterilised  ”  milk  were  taken  and  sub¬ 
mitted  for  the  appropriate  test.  Both  samples  proved  satisfac¬ 
tory.

Ten  premises  retail  Ice  Cream  of  the  pre-packed  type,  and 
there  are  two  manufacturers  in  the  district.  The  dealers  obtain 
their  supplies  from  outside  the  area,  whilst  the  manufacturers  use 
the  Heat  Treatment  method. 
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Apparatus  used  by  the  manufacturers  conforms  to  the  Ice 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  and  all  premises  conform 
with  the  legal  requirements  and  are  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

During  the  year,  samples  were  taken  from  various  retailers 
and  submitted  lor  analysis.  All  proved  to  be  Giade  1.

Due  to  the  situation  of  some  of  the  factories,  the  disposal  of 
sewage  presents  a  problem.  The  sanitary  accommodation  in  these 
instances  is  provided  by  pail  closets,  and  these  will  be  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sewers  are  available. 


A  number  of  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  and 
co-operation  is  established  with  individual  firms  with  a  view  to  the 
prevention  of  emission  of  black  smoke. 


7.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1943. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  destruction  in  the  a»*ea  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  satisfactorily.  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  town  sewers 
have  been  completed,  and  the  results  are  as  follows : —

The  bait  base  was  deposited  on  the  benching  of  the  man¬ 
holes,  each  manhole  being  pre-baited  upon  consecutive  days.  On 
the  third  day  of  treatment  a  proportionate  amount  of  poison  was 
added  to  the  bait  base,  and  laid  at  all  points  showing  a  “  take  ”  of 
pre-bait,  for  two  manholes  on  each  side  of  that  point. 

During  the  year,  periodical  inspections  were  carried  out  to 
all  categories  of  premises.  8  premises  were  treated  successfully, 
whilst  the  refuse  tips  at  Bury  Road  and  Turton  Road  each  received 
treatments  which  were  satisfactory. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  an  operator  assisted  by  a  labourer. 
The  operator  is  a  member  of  the  office  staff  who  is  delegated  to 
perform  this  duty. 


8.  Schools. 

There  are  seven  schools  within  the  district.  Affetside  School 
has  no  piped  water  supply,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  this 
school  comprises  four  “  Elsan  ”  type  chemical  closets  and  one 
urinal. 

School  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Tottington  Central  Kitchen 
and  conveyed  in  containers  to  the  individual  schools.
